BOISE — Kandy Weaver was indicted 
hy a federal grand jury Wednesday on a 
charge of participating, in tlie killing of a 
U.S. marslial in a northcrii Idaho .shootout. 

'file grand jury indiciment. tiled on the 
third day of a preliminary hearing for 
Weaver on a le.sser charge, started a day- 
long legal battle in two eounrooms over 

••whciherif\yajrpropcr: — r-' 

Late in the day. U.S. Magistrate Mikel 
Williams stopped the preliminary hearing, 
ruling that filing of .the grand jury 
indictment ended the need for a preliminary 
e.xaminalioti to determine probable cause. 


He also denied a defense request to 
quash the grand jury indictment and 
refused to allow Weaver to be released on 
bond pending trial. 

Earlier in the day. Weaver was indicted 
on a eliarge of aiding and abetting Kevin 
Harris. 2-t. in the Aug. 21 shooting death of 
U.S. Deputy Marshal William Degan. of 
Ouiitcy. Mass. 

Both men face a possible death penalty if 
-etmvictcdr-Thc-grand'juryalsn'indictcd' 
Weaver and Harris on a charge of 
asstuiliiiig a federal oflicer. 

Derense aitorncy Gerry Spence 
immediarcly announced he would appeal 
Williams* refusal to quash the grand jury 


indictment. Williams asked We.iver to 
enter a plea to llie murder and as.saull 
charges, but Spence rcl'usetl. saying it 
might jeopardize Weaver's riglil to appeal 
Williams' nihng. 

Williams later scheduleil a hearing this 
ufiemoon lor Weaver to cuter a plea to ilie 
two new charges. Weaver alreaiiy I'aees an 
Uct. 5 trial date on I ddO weapons ami Id'H 
failure to appear eounis.

Not only may people inlieril an in- 
clination to smoke, some evidently 
may also be-bom with a tendency to 
avoid cigarettes, the researchers 
said. 

Tlic analysis helps show that dif- 
ferent people may smoke for differ- 
ent rca.sons. said Dr. Dorit Cannelli. 
who directed the research. 

"Sonic sniokc.bccaiise tliey have a 

genetic tendency.” slic said. "Once 
they arc hooked, they will have a 
very hard lime .stopping."

men, but Carhielli said she bclievc.s 
the findings apply-to women.

I'lie PSA is 
u simple blood test liial becomes elevated if 
there is a tumor. The chances of detecting 
early prostate cane'er ineretisc if tlie PSA test 
is used in addition lo a digital reettil . 
c.xamination. 

l am inlcrcsle'd in ctirly detection as I - . 
know that a digital rectal exam is not u.scd 
often enough by general practitioners or 
requested by men over 45 because ol boili

Britain takes severe steps to stabilize currency as pound slides 


LONDON (AP) — EJriiain frunli-

Blaine County is insi.sling that criteria to determine which 
youngsters would be given priority if the center is full must 
be agreed upon before commissioners there wiil sign on the 
dotted line, Blass said. 

"All the counties have agreed to sign over the money but 
Blaine," she said after a meeting Wednesday. "Bloinc's tying 
it all-up." 

Not so, says Blaine County Commissioner Rupert House. 

When he and fellow Commissioner Alan Reynolds turned 
over a signed "letter of agreement” to Jerome County 
•Commissioner Veronica Lierman Wednesday afternoon, 
they thought everything was OK. 

But the fourth paragraph of that letter says the agreement 
depends on juveniles being kept in the facility based on a 
risk assessment formula described in an Il-pagc appendix to 
the letter. 

— *T didn’t notice they had'changed thc-wording of the- 
agreement" until after House hud left, Liennan said. 

"The conditions probably arc not out of line, but they 
haven’t been discussed yet," she said. 

Blass says it’s too early to have concrete detention criteria 
drawn up.

TWIN FALLS - ’The man who bought the former Q 
Bar building last week says he can't reveal his plans for 
the property, but curious neighbors shouldn't have to 
wait long to find out.

Poulson said the school hitd a fund 
balance at the end of the 1991-92 
school year of S9X.080. up more 
_lliaii SOS.QOO-from the previous year. 

But. he cautioned, the school, 


which has experienced 'cash 
shortages in recent years, is not out 
of the woods yet. 

Poulson told the board tliat he 
would like to .see a fund balance of 
at least $200,000 within tliree to five 
years. He .said, that altiioiigh that 
amount may he difficult to jii.siify to 
the community in light of recent 
spending cuts, it\s essential for fiscal 
fitness, 

"YoiTvc moved off the critical list 
onto the 'let's be carefur list." 
Poulson said. 

He added lliat budget euts from 
llte proposed 1 Percent Initiative 
ecnild cripple (he district and tiiai the 
downturn in funding from the lottery 
and state and local taxes, which arc 
related to the ongoing drought, 
could :ilso leave the school in a 
precarious position. 

"We need to get the fund balance 
in tile $200,000 range as soon as 
possible." Poulson said. 

He added that tlie contingency 
fund, thoiigli still low. showed a 
marked improvement over last year.

.Since Oetoiier 1991, 223 deer, two 
mouse and an elk have been killed by 
cars, making the Jordandle aiea one of 
tlie^deadlicst lur Uiiili big game. Before 
lheToad.s were built, a dozen ticer were 
killed each year, F.vcry year, 3,t)75 
deer arc killed by autos in Utali; some 
wildlife oCfieials suspect the real . 
imitihcr may he double that. 

Ami the collisions are cosily. The 
average veliide damage $1.51)0. With 
each aniihal valued at .SI. 000. (he total 
estimated annual loss mmiunls to $17 
million. But property losses arc just 
part of it. An average of two people are 
killed each year in vehicle collisions 
witli hig-game animals. 


. long lu tlu:n:.hav(: been care and 
roads, people have been running over 
big-gante animals," says Lurry Dalton, 
a habitat management rc.searu[u:r for 
the Utah Division of WildfifC' 
Rc.soiirees, "We've been interested in 
.solving the problem since it's existed, 
but there are no easy, inexpensive 
.solutions,"

intended to scare deer away from 
traffic — high-pitched whislles on cars 
and roadside reneclors,

effeetive-is fcncing-ihc-liighway and • 
installing crossing structures," 

The cost of building a highway 
underpass or overpass fur deer can 
range from S50,0(H) to SI million, 
according lo the Utah Department of 
Transportation. But there may be a 
third, less expensive altemalive: deer 
cross-walks. 

By counting tlie number of deer 
killed daily, researchers hope to 
pinpoint where most of the accidenLs 
occur along the three new stretches of 
highway; U.S. 40. from. its junction ... 
with Slate Road 32 north to S.R. 248; 
S.R. 248 from U.S. 40 east to Kamas 
and S.R. 32 from Francis to U.S. 40.

Despite the .second-quarter de- 
cline. net income for the full first 
half was more than triple tlie $885 
million earned during the first half 
1991. Ami it was the best six months 
since October I985-M)irch 1986,1 
Thrift Office Director Timothy 
Ryan attributed the- improyemenl 
this year to the extremely wide gap 
between interest rales on deposits 
-and mortgage loans and to the gov- 
ernment's program of shutting down 
insolvent S&Ls. 

He warned S«feLs not to depend on 
current interest rates, which he said 
inevitably will rise. About 40 per- 
cent of the industry is vulnerable to 
losses if rates rise by 2 percentage 
points, lie said. 

Ryan also pleaded with Congress
